GENERAL  COMMENTS 


Montana  law  requires  motor  vehicle  wrecking  facilities  to  be  screened 
from  public  view  and  established  in  locations  permitted  by  local  zoning 
ordinances  before  they  can  be  licensed  for  operation.  There  are  no 
zoning  ordinances  in  effect  which  would  prohibit  the  establishment  of 
this  facility  at  the  proposed  location.  The  applicant  proposes  a small 
one  acre  storage  area  for  salvage  vehicle  inventory.  The  site  selected 
is  presently  adequately  screened  from  view  from  public  roads  by  natural 
vegetation  in  the  form  of  evergreen  trees  and  underbrush.  As  long  as 
the  facility  is  not  expanded  by  removal  of  the  screening  vegetation, 
the  site  is  eligible  for  licensing.  If  the  screening  is  removed  then 
some  form  of  artifical  shielding  will  be  required. 

Successful  operation  of  a motor  vehicle  wrecking  facility  should 
have  a minor  but  positive  impact  on  employment  and  income  for  at  least 
the  owner /operator . Sanders  County  in  general  and  this  area  in  particu- 
lar does  not  have  a viable  used  parts  industry  available  locally. 

Periodic  inspections  of  the  facility  by  state  and  local  junk  vehicle 
program  officials  may  be  required  to  assure  that  the  facility  is  operated 
in  compliance  with  the  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  law  and  rules.
